On November 5* 1972, Source Two advised that at 
8 jOOP» m, on November 5> 1972, Jane Fonda, under the sponsorship 
of the Associated Students, Orange Coast College, Costa Mesa, 
California, spoke to a group of approximately 200 to 250 
individuals, all of whom appeared to be of student age attending 
Orange Coast Collegej-^ (OCC) . Source Two said although this 
affair was publicized as being sponsored by the Associated 
Students, OCC, jit was in fact promoted by the VVAW, 




Source Two advised the VVAW charged the Associated 
Students, OCC, $1,500 for the appearance of Jane Fonda at 
that institution. Source Two advised that in order to defray 
this cost of $ 1 , 500 , the Associated Students, OCC, charged 
admission fee to hear Fonda. Source Two attributed, the 
this affair did not receive a large response was because it 
was not afforded any prior press coverage. 


Source Two advised Fonda’s speech, which lasted 
from approximately 8:10 p.m. to 9:20 p.m. was in substance 
identical to the speech given by her at the University of 
California, at Irvine, California, earlier in the day.

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DEFENDANTS’ MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND 
AUTHORITIES IN SUPPORT OP DEFENDANTS' 
MOTION TO DISMISS, OR, IN THE ALTER- 
NATIVE FOR SUMMARY JUDGMENT 


Statement of the Case 

The eleven individual plaintiffs were subpoenaed on July 
7 and 8, 1972 to appear before a federal grand jury sitting 
in the Northern District of Florida on July 10, 1972. On 
July 10, 1972, plaintiffs, in a purported class action, filed 
the COTiplaint herein to enjoin the enforcement of the svib- 
poenaes and seeking a declaratory judgment chat the subpoenas 
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the grand jury proceedings, and alleged illegal surveillance 
of the National Vietnaa Veterans Aganist the War (WAW) 
national office are illegal. Plaintiffs seek a permanent 
Injunction against such activities in the future and com- 
pensatory and exemplary damages. .. f- 

Plaintiffs filed a Motion for a temporary restraining 
order and for preliminary injunction on July 10, 1972, urging 
that a continuance of the subpoenas was required under 
the First Amendment to allow the witness' participation in 
the Democratic Convention in Miami. This Motion was argued 
and denied. The plaintiffs then applied to the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit for an emergency 
injunction pending appeal. A panel of the Court of Appeals 
(Brown, C. J. Goldberg, and Morgan, J. J.) unanimously 
denied the application on July 11, 1972 with the conclusion 
that the Court would "... communicate with Judge David L. 
Middlebrooks , Jr. with regard to having appellants called 
before the F^erel grand jury at the earliest possible time.* 
Plaintiffs have withdrawn their appeal from the denial of the 
temporary restraining order. 

This Court is well aware of the grand jury proceedings 
which ensued, much of vrtiich is set forth in this Court's 
"Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law" and the decision 
of the Court of A^^als in In Re Grand Jury Proceedings of 

Robert W. Beverly, et al. v. United States , F. 2d 

(5th Cir., September 25, 1972, No. 72-2752) involving four 
civil contempt proceedings growing out of the grand jury's 
investigation. Suffice to say that the eleven individual 
plaintiffs appeared before the grand jury and, although no 





















testimony was forthcoming, all of the plaintiffs, save plain-;5^^ 
tiffs Jordan, Donner, Horton and Beverly, were excused from 
further questioning. 

Plaintiffs Horton and Beverly and two other individuals wtee. 
subsequently adjudged in contempt of court for failing to testi^ 
after having been granted immiinity pursxxant to 18 U.S.C. 
§8002-6003 and being directed by the Court to respond t:p the^j^ 
questions propounded. The contempt orders were vacated by .1^

Plaintiffs' first and third causes of action are based 
on allegations that the grand jury convened by defendants - ‘ f/e* 
and the subpoenas served upon plaintiffs were a misuse of 
the grand jury process to prevent plaintiffs from exercising 
their First Amendment rights and to detain plaintiffs with-' ' .

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Because twenty-three witnesses could not of course . 
appear at the same time, and further because of the 
simultaneous timing of the commands of the subpoenas 
to appear coinciding with the opening of the Conven- 
tion, appellants assert that substantial questions 
are raised as to misuse of grand jury process to pre- \ 
vent exercise of their First Amendment rights. They 
urge that the manner in which the grand jury proceed- 
ings continued underscored the abuse of process. They 
point out that after calling twenty-three persons to 
appear on the day of the first'scheduled WAW demon- 
stration, four witnesses were finally dismissed two 
days later and all but two [19 These were excused to 
return August 7. On July 25 their subpoenas were 
adjourned without day.] of the remainder, were dismissed 
on July 13, the last day of the Convention. 

--'-The argument continues that since many of those , 
under subpoena throughout the Democratic Convention 
were never called before the grand jury, and there is 
nothing of record to indicate that the appellants were 
selected on other than a random basis for questioning 
and a tender of immunity, these appellants were also 
being held in Tallahassee under subpoena with the ex- 
press purpose of preventing their exercise of First 
Amendment rights by demonstrating against the Vietnam-.; 
war in Miami Beach. Lastly, they say that even if the 
subpoenas were not intended to have that effect, never 
theless they did have exactly such an effect, one that 
could easily have been obviated by a short continuance 
of the grand jury session, thus 'narrowing the demands 
of the government as required by the Constitution".

(^rase, the closing paragraph of appellee's brief as 
to this issue: 


"The appellants have chosen a peculiar context 
indeed in which to raise the allegatiort of abuse, 
of the grand jury, if, indeed, the law enforcerx'^y 
ment process was being used to suppress dissent, 'r 
it is the grand jury who with the witness ' coop- 
eration, could take remedial action. It is the^^ 
constitutional right of these witnesses not to 
face prosecution except on the indictment of a *: 
grand jury, and it is this body which is his- 
torically vested with the responsibility of pre- ".';
